He looks at the faces, 
and the faces stare back at him, 
and it discourages him. He gets 
io spark from the Negroes he has 
sworn to emancipate. No com- 
munication exists between Henry 
and the po’ whites whom he at- 
tempts to patronize. Henry 
stands up and says looky who's 
come to save you, and the faces 
answer impassively: save who 
from what? 

During the days I have been 
trailing Henry on his southern 
stump tour, it seems to me his 
audiences have been composed 
chiefly of the idly curious, out to 
see what the etitter looks like. A 
few hundreds come and stand on 
the sidewalk, shuffle, and wait ex- 
pectantly for something to hap- 
pen. . If no tomatoes splatter, no 
eggs fly, they amble off again, 
disappointed, They have been 
cheated of a bear-baiting. 

Wallace the extemporaneous or- 
ator makes you blush... A humor- 
less man, with all the robust earth- 
iness of a floorwalker in a decor- 
ating salon, he strives to estab- 
lish contact with the audience, 
and winds up with both feet firmly 
in his mouth. 

He has attempted all the clinch- 
es of the wool-hat — spellbinder, 
but they are awkward on his lips. 
He tried a fechle poke. Nobody 
laughed. I wanted to crawl un- 
der the car. 

In Alabama, he invoked a dead 
relative native to that locality to 
help him reach his audience, but 
this stab at sympathy died as dead 
as his old aunt, or whoever she 
was. Getting down to funda- 
mentats, he promised a bale of cot-
